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THE EVES OF CANADA 


HE FILMS in this catalogue describe Canada as a nation. 
Some give the picture of the war; others show the back- 
ground of our life and industry. 


The majority are productions of the National Film Board 
of Canada. This Board, set up in September, 1939, under the 
authority ofthe National Film Act, 1939, has the function of 
co-ordinating all government film activities. In June, 1941, it 
absorbed the former Canadian Government Motion Picture 
Bureau. 


It uses not only its own studio facilities in Ottawa but also 
assigns specific projects regularly to other film units throughout 
the country. There results a combination of talent directed 
towards bringing Canada alive on the screen. 


Motion pictures describing our sports, our recreations 
and our scenic attractions have been circulating widely for 
years. They have become well known, and the best of such 
previous productions is included in this catalogue. In some of 
the newest pictures, such as “Hot Ice’’, the documentary approach 
to sport has been adopted, resulting in both a human and 
scientific exposition of this national game. 


In the war reels, especially in the series CANADA CARRIES 
ON, this combination of drama and concrete fact becomes most 
explicit. Here the powerful volume of industrial activity and 
skills, the strategic position of Canadian industries, the arming 
and training of soldiers, sailors and airmen, are described at 
length. The citizen, as an individual, is kept in touch with his 
fellows. The purpose of many of these films is to permit those 
at home, the mothers and the fathers, the wives and the friends, 
to follow the life in camp and manoeuvres of the enlisted men 
abroad. 


The series CANADA CARRIES ON, produced by the 
National Film Board for the Director of Public Information, is 
the major theatrical activity of the Board. Items in this series, 
after a limited period, also become available for 16 mm. circula- 
tion, and, in that form, are listed in this catalogue. 


Government departments which wish to initiate production 
consult with the National Film Board. From this source come 
various motion pictures on special topics, from forest conserva- 
tion to agricultural marketing and education in the fine arts. 
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As a co-ordinating agent, and as supervisor of production, the 
Government Film Commissioner, acting under the Board, has 
the duty of making sure that these films are fitted into a broad 
scheme of popular distribution and use. In the educational field 
a number of films on the human geography of Canada have been 
issued, to meet the expressed needs of teachers. _ 


The scope of production is varied. Some of these pictures 
help to bridge the gap between the citizen and the community, 
as in the films dealing with each section of Canada. These are 
now being portrayed in a series of 16 mm. reels in Kodachrome 
and the brillance of colour heightens the reality of the approach. 


These films and all others listed here assist in the projection 
of the Dominion at home and abroad. Through the making of 
them the National Film Board becomes ‘“The Eyes of Canada”’.

The film describes the life of Canada’s seamen 
engaged in this vital war service, their unceasing 
vigilance through calm and storm, and what they do 
when a look-out spots a suspicious object and the 
alarm-rattlers sound for action-stations.

Tanks, 
aeroplanes, trucks, submarines and navies would 
stand idle without oil, and spectacular shots of the 
tremendous Russo-German tank battles waged on the 
Russian front, of the Royal Air Force’s deadly bomb- 
ing of Germany’s synthetic gasoline plants, of the 
sinking of the Bismarck, emphasize how the battle 
for oil has been one of the mainsprings of offensive 
action in this war. Gasoline restrictions on the home 
front are also shown, while a special production unit 
was sent to Turner Valley to gather authentic material.

These new weapons and methods involve a great deal 
of scientific research in their development and their 
application, and the film shows something of the work 
being done by Canadian scientists to make them as 
effective as possible.

The film treats briefly of the Britain which has 
not known invasion for nearly a thousand years, nor 
civil war for close on two hundred. The Britain of 
today is then shown, with the British people mobilized 
and fighting on many fronts—industrial workers 
toiling day and night, men working as stretcher 
bearers, demolition workers, firemen: women serving 
as nurses, truck drivers, canteen workers. 


The closing sequences of the film leave no doubt 
that Britain today is an impregnable citadel whose 
people are determined that they will not share the fate 
of continental Europe.

On their arrival in Canada they are thrilled by 
the brightly-lit cities, the powerful Canadian trains, 
the hot dogs and the ice-cream. They find too that 
instead of becoming mounties or cowboys, they have 
to go to school, and that Canadian children also like 
talking and hate homework. The closing sequences 
show them learning to ski and skate, and happily 
preparing for Christmas in their new homes.

“CHURCHILL’S ISLAND” is a fast moving and 
powerful presentation of the strategy of the battle of 
Britain. ‘“‘Around this island fortress, they have built 
a wall of steel’, is the theme of the picture. 

The film shows with penetrating clarity the 
relationship of the various forces which make up that 
wall of steel. Here is the R.A.F. in its epic battle with 
the Luftwaffe, the Navy in its stubborn fight against 
raiders of sea and sky. Here are the coastal defences 
manned by expert gunners, the mechanized cavalry 
ready to pounce swiftly on whatever enemy might 
reach the shore, and the merchant seamen who bring 
supplies from overseas. Steadfast behind them all is 
the tough unbending civilian army which echoes with 
the armed forces Britain’s answer to Hitler’s threat 
“Attack us if you dare’”’.

This film opens with President Roosevelt’s speech 
demanding four essential freedoms— freedom of 
speech, freedom of worship, freedom from want and 
freedom from fear — ‘everywhere in the world’’. The 
film then vividly portrays the fight which the younger 
nations of the world — the British Dominions and the 
United States of America — are making to preserve 
these four freedoms. These nations have taken on a 
two-fold task: to defend their own frontiers and to 
send men and munitions to the immediate battle 
fronts. The film emphasizes how, in addition to sending 
material aid, many of these nations are fighting on 
front lines many thousands of miles from their own 
frontiers: South Africans in Ethiopia and Libya, 
Canadians in Iceland and Britain, Australians and 
New Zealanders in the Middle East. These nations are 
fighting for the right to shape their destiny in Freedom, 
and this film leaves no doubt of their grim determina- 
tion to bring the struggle to a successful conclusion.

Shortly after the fall of Denmark and Norway, 
Canadian as well as British soldiers were sent to 
Iceland, an important strategic link in the defence of 
the Western Hemisphere. The film emphasizes the 
immense task which faced these soldiers on their 
arrival in this hitherto defenceless island. Canada 
supplied equipment as well as man-power: trucks, 
guns, stores and lumber were all transported from 
Canada so that huts could be built, roads made, and 
defenses constructed in the shortest possible time.

f. The closing sequences of the film show that now 
anti-aircraft guns ring vital centers, heavy coastal guns 
are set up at strategic points, while aeroplanes main- 
tain a constant look-out for any signs of invasion.

“HEROES OF THE ATLANTIC’: is the first 
revelation in human terms of the work of the Merchant 
Navy and one of its guardians, The Royal Canadian 
Navy, in the crucial battle of the Atlantic. 

The film is the story of the “turn around” at 
Canada’s Atlantic ports. While their ships are re- 
loaded, sailors of every nationality throng the bowling 
alleys, cafes and reading rooms. On land civilians 
labour to produce munitions and foodstuffs, build and 
repair ships, learn in training schools to take their place 


on the Atlantic Front Line. 


After a few days the ships are loaded and once 
again the merchant captains get their instructions for 
the voyage. Minesweepers clear the channel, planes of 
the Air Patrol keep a look-out for distant threats, 
destroyers lead the way and another convoy steams 


out to sea.

Jack joined an infantry 
unit, and his first days were spent in marching, and 
rifle and bayonet drill. Ed. became a dispatch rider 
and learnt to take his motor bicycle over the roughest 
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obstacles, while Joe found that driving a tank was a 
very complex operation. But, as the film shows, there 
is fun as well as work at the camp, and there are some 
amusing sequences of a concert party. Realistic scenes 


of a full-scale manoeuvre are the climax of an inspiring 
film.

Interesting 
shots of field manoeuvres, of the daily activities of 
Canadian officials in Canada House, of Canadian 
bomber and fighter pilots on active service, and an 
amusing sequence on a camp concert party, give a 
realistic picture of Canadians overseas. The camera 
next shifts to the advanced training of officers at the 
Royal Military College, Kingston, while the picture 
ends on the training of Australian and New Zealand 
airmen in Canada and their reactions to Canadian 


life.

Production of metals, not merely as an aspect of 
the home front, but in direct action on the fighting 
front, is the theme of this picture. Shots of Rouyn, 
Timmins and Flin-Flon vividly depict the mineral 
wealth of Canada’s Northland — a mineral wealth 
which Germany does not possess. Graphic diagrams 
illustrate the effect of the blockade on Germany’s 
mineral supplies, showing how the lack of certain 
essential war metals has influenced Nazi plans of 
campaign. The film then turns to Canada’s auto- 
mobile plants, now re-tooled for mass production of 
the trucks and Bren gun-carriers which have already 
seen action on far-flung battle fronts. Detailed 
sequences on factory operations and on the rigid 
testing of machines emphasize that Canadian mech- 
anics, as well as Canadian miners, have a vital part 
to play in the world-wide struggle for the metals 
which are the basis of industrial power. |

“A TALE OF TWO CITIES” describes war 
activities in Winnipeg and Ottawa. The Winnipeg 
section concentrates on the work of the women of 
that city—work which ranges from the collection of 
magazines for the troops to the operation of a junk 
shop to raise funds for mobile canteens and the 
provision of hostesses for entertainments and dances 
given to the forces. 

The Ottawa sequences deal with the seething 
activity of the Capital in wartime. Chiefs of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force appear in these scenes. 
The camera enters various divisions of the Depart- 
ment of Munitions and Supply and also records a 
meeting of the Cabinet and a session of Parliament.

Produced just before the outbreak of war in the 
Pacific, “WARCLOUDS IN THE PACIFIC”’ givesa. 
fast-moving background to the present conflict. The 
film depicts the emergence of Japan as a powerful 
nation with a modern army and navy. It shows how 
a few militarists adopted the doctrine of the master 
race and started to dream of a Greater Asia controlled 
by Japan. In every way the Japanese were willing 
pupils of the Nazis. In every munitions plant, air- 
craft factory, shipyard, and steelworks, could be 
seen German blueprints, German methods of pro- 
duction. In every research department, there were 
Nazi experts, engineers and chemists. Authentic 
scenes inside the German Embassy graphically portray 
the extensive ramifications of German influence. The 
film then turns to the democratic strongholds in the 
Pacific and shows too the coastal defenses of North 


America and the new air bases in Alaska.

“WINGS OF A CONTINENT” graphically 
describes the strategic significance of air transportation 
in Canada. The ‘‘bush pilots’, pioneering new routes 
in the vast distances of the North, first opened up 
the possibilities of aviation in Canada. Today 
aviation has changed from a game to a science, and 
the film shows the complexity of the system now 
operated by the Trans-Canada Airlines. Every cog 
in the machine counts, from the man at the weather 
station to the pilot at the controls. In wartime, the 
airways have a vital part to play; they connect the 
far-flung industries and military stations in the 
Dominion with speed and precision; they service the 
Ferry Command’s Liberators. They are also a link 
between continents, uniting the battle front in Europe 
and the battle front in the Pacific.

‘“‘Bomb and fire and poison gas”. Last September, 
these were ominous words in Britain. For none knew 
how potent the destruction from the skies, raining 
death on civilians, might be. Canada is seeing to it 
that this terrible weapon shall be rendered as in- 
effective as possible. From coast to coast she is building 
airfields, machines, equipment, for the gigantic 
Commonwealth Air Training Scheme.

It shows, with the help of 
diagrams, why the Grand Banks are such a good 
breeding ground for fish, how the sunlight striking 
through the shallow water stimulates the growth of 
the marine plants of the sea-bed, providing food for 
the fish; and how the cold currents from the north 
bring more food. Schooners built in local shipyards 
carry the men to the fishing grounds. Here the fisher- 
men transfer to dories, small boats whose high sides 
enable them to ride the heavy Atlantic swell. Oblivious 
to the ocean-going liners, the fishermen haul in the 
cod as their fathers did before them and as their sons 
will do after them, so long as the sunlight strikes the 
Grand Banks.
